Eisenhower Wins National Award 

National Blue Ribbon Award granted for years of testing excellence

On Friday, September 
22 nd , Eisenhower became 
recognized as one of the top- 
achieving schools in the nation in 
the realm of standardized testing. 

Our school was awarded 
the National Blue Ribbon School of 
Excellence Award* Part of the No 
Child Left Behind Act, this award is 
granted only to schools who 
consistently exceed state standards 
on standardized tests. 



Last year, the State 
of Wisconsin contacted the 
administration here at 
Eisenhower in response to 
our 10 th grade 2005-2006 WKCE 
scores. These scores had qualified 
Eisenhower for the Blue Ribbon 
Award. 

In order 
to apply for the 
award, the 
administration 
had to go through 
a lengthy process, 
providing budget, 
enrollment, diversity, curriculum, 
attendance, and staff information to 
the U.S. Department of Education.

Wisconsin, it is consequently 
ranked among the best in the 
nation. 

The WKCE is not the only 
test on which Eisenhower has 
'shown it’s stuff and not the only 
exam on which the Blue Ribbon 
Award was based. In ACT tests, 
Eisenhower's composite score is 
23.8, well above the state average 
of 22.2 and the national average of 
21.1. In district wide tests as well, 
Eisenhower has consistently 
performed at the highest level. 




the application, though, was the 
standardized test scores at the 10 th 
grade level for the past years. 
Including last year, when the 10 th 

grade scored among the 
highest in the state, 
Eisenhower has scored 
in the top 10% of 
Wisconsin schools for 
the past five years. 

According to 
Fesenmaier, Wisconsin 
continually appears on the list of the 
top ten states with the highest 
standardized test scores in the 
nation. And, since Eisenhower is 
ranked among the best in the 



As far as the effect of these 
scores on our school, 
Fesenmaier states that they're just 
another way for us to get better. 

“Teachers will receive the 
scores and be able to see exactly 
where our students are weak, and 
then adjust how the teach things 
accordingly/' he said. 

Fesenmaier strongly 
believes that the National Blue 
Ribbon Award of Excellence our 
school has received has numerous 
positive aspects. Said Fesenmaier, 
“it's a recognition of years of hard 
work by not only students, but by 
students, staff, and parents 
combined.”

testing this year will be conducted 
over a two-day period throughout the 
school day. 

On the first day of testing, 
November 15 th , students in grades 9, 

1 1 , and 12 will have off, while 7 th , 8 th , 
and 10 th graders will report for testing. 
On November 16 lh , grades 7, 9, 11, 
and 12 will have off while grades 8 
and 1 0 report for testing. Breakfast 
will be provided from 7:20 a.m. - 8:00 
a.m. each day. 

The schedule change was 
proposed to the school board on 



September 25 ,h and approved shortly 
thereafter. 

According to Principal 
Fesenmaier, benefits include 
improved focus on testing, the 
assurance of enough time for testing, 
flexibility for staff who are proctoring 
the exam, and the avoidance of 
disrupting the academic schedule of 
those who are not testing. 

Students had mixed feelings 
about the new schedule. Junior 
Courtney Nichols thinks that it’s great 
for those who would otherwise miss 



class. “This way, nobody falls 
behind," she stated. 

Freshmen sisters Stephanie 
and Tori Kiips also think the new 
schedule will be a good thing. “It was 
hard to focus last year when 
everyone was in the hallways,” 
Stephanie said. 

On the contrary, freshman 
Jake Peshman doesn't agree with the 
new schedule. “It’s not fair,” he 
stated, “Those who aren’t testing get 
two free days off.”

Last year the New Berlin 
School Board granted the schedule 
change proposed by a committee of 
teachers and administrators. 

The schedule was proposed 
to maximize learning, especially in 
the core subject areas of English, 
math, and _ 




science for 
seventh to ninth I 
graders by add- H 
ing fifteen min- I 
utes to each H 

class period. I 

Over the course g 
of the three 
years, those fifteen minutes added to 
each class will amount to an entire 
extra year of schooling. 

“It’s too soon to tell if the 
new schedule is working,” Mr. Fesen- 
maier, principal of Eisenhower High 
School, says. “Right now it is a work 



in progress. 

Even though the schedule 
was approved, the academic advisory 
hour was not. This would give stu- 
dents one hour a week to go to the 
classes they need and receive extra 
learning attention. The hour was 

— planned into the schedule 
but was not approved by 
the New Berlin School 
Board because some stu- 
dents might not use the 
time correctly* 

Some students 
have expressed concerns 
about the new schedule. 

“Some kids can't have a 
study hall if they take two electives,” 
says freshmen Ryan Pandl, though 
the teachers are using the extra time 
to their advantage. English teacher, 
Mr. Cory Peppier, says, “I really like 



it. It gives me more time in class and 
it didn’t take long for me or the stu- 
dents to get used to it.” 

Another change is the music 
that is being played between classes. 
Artists like Sheryl Crow and John 
Mayer are sent in by students and 
teachers, then reviewed, but the final 
decision is made by Fesenmaier. 

The music is played to create a nice 
environment and ties into significant 
events happening that day. 

The schedule and music will 
continue to run with no intent to 
change. 

It will take at least three 
years to see the full results of the 
schedule change the seventh graders 
now experience because right now 
the schedule is still in it’s initial imple- 
mentation phase. 



Advisory Board Proposes Teen Center

Menomonee Fall’s success- 
ful teen center has encouraged New 
Berlin’s Youth Advisory Board (YAB) 
to work toward opening a Teen Cen- 
ter in New Berlin in the old library on 
Cleveland Avenue. 

The YAB Facilities Commit- 
tee presented at the Common Coun- 
cil Meeting on Tuesday, September 
26 th and spoke in front of all of the 
aldermen, as well as Mr. Chiovatero, 
New Berlin’s mayor. 

Megan Hugdahl, committee 
chairperson, Teddy Schober, YAB 
president, and Meghan Gold, all sen- 
iors at New Berlin West presented 
data from Menomonee Fall’s Teen 
Center, as well as a survey distrib- 
uted to 463 students at West last 
spring. 

In Menomonee Falls, the 



teen center is open every Friday and 
Saturday night with a gym, game 
room, and concessions. They aver- 
age about 63 teens per night, and are 
funded by the United Way as well as 
the community. 

Based on survey results, the 
YAB predicts that an average of 51 
teens per night would use the teen 
center when it was open. 

The proposed Teen Center 
would be open on Friday and Satur- 
day nights during the school year and 
Monday, Wednesday, and Friday dur- 
ing summer and school breaks. 

After the YAB members fin- 
ished presenting at the Common 
Council Meeting, it was opened up for 
questions and commentary from the 
aldermen and Mayor Chiovatero. 

“YAB members made a good 



presentation,” said Alderman Hop- 
kins. 

The next YAB meeting is 
Tuesday, November 21, when YAB 
members will discuss howto ensure 
further action is taken by the Com- 
mon Council and City of New Berlin.

In a world full of 4.0s and 
A+s, you are skeptical about taking 
an Advanced Placement (AP) course. 
You know that colleges look at if you 
take AP, but you are not sure if you 
want to put in 
the time and 
effort of an 
AP course. 

“AP 

provides stu- 
dents with a 
great learning 
experience that will help them in high 
school, and as they enter college/' 
said Mr. White, who teaches AP US 
History. “It is my goal to teach stu- 
dents skills that they will be able to 
use for the rest of their educational 
career. These skills include note tak- 
ing, writing, and critical thinking." 

AP courses are more chal- 
lenging and will require you to put in 
more time and effort, but it will be 
worth it.

Driving is a 
privilege and needs to 
be taken seriously be- 
cause your life and oth- 
ers are at risk every time 
you get behind the 
wheel. 



According to 
the National Center for Injury and 
Prevention Control, in 2001 more 
than 5,000 teens 1 ages 16-19 died of 
injuries caused by motor vehicle 
crashes in the United States. 

“ I don’t think that teens 
really realize the consequences, they 
don’t take accidents seriously 
enough,” said Officer Kaye, the new 
liaison officer at Eisenhower. 

The risk 
of motor vehicle 
crashes is higher 
among 16 to 19 
year olds than 
any other age 
group. In fact, per 
mile driven, teens 
(16-19) are four 
times more likely 
than elderly driv- 
ers to crash. 

Many teens want to 
drive with all their friends as soon as 
they get their probationary license but 
there are some rules that come with 
it. In order to qualify for your 
probationary license you: 

Must complete a Drivers 
Education course and pass a 
road test 



Must at least be 16 years old 

Must wear seatbelts 

Must maintain sobriety 

Points taken off double for 
every traffic ticket after your 
first one 

Your probationary license will 

be sus- 
pended 
for six 
months if 
you re- 
ceive 12 
or more 
points off 
in one 
year

think that these guidelines are strict 
and will be hard to follow, but they are 
there to make the road safer, which is 
a tall order considering the statistics.

This is a wake up call 
telling teens to take driving seriously 
and to act responsibly. 

Every time someone gets 
behind the wheel, they are putting 
everyone-including him or herself-at 
risk. 

Driving is supposed to start 
happening when people are mature 
enough to handle the situations and 
responsibly that come with the privi- 
lege of driving. 

People think these things will 
never happen to anyone. Don’t drink 
and drive, don’t drive under the influ- 
ence, always wear your seatbelt, and 
don’t talk or text on your cell phone.
